We deem it unwise to cause the separation of our joint interest in 
any of our educational institutions, because of the following reasons: 

First We believe that the highest efficiency of these institutions 
can be promoted best by State-wide Methodism. 

Second. Lander College is splendidly situated in the Piedmont sec- 
tion to serve a state-wide constituency, and no part of South Carolina 
Methodism should be caused to lose any degree of interest in, or 
miss any good that may come from this splendid school. 

Third. Columbia College is not properly situated, geographically 
speaking, to become the one college for women of the South Carolina 
Conference, being located almost without the real territory of the 
said Conference; but it does occupy a most strategic position with 
reference to united South Carolina Methodism, the advantage of which 
no part of the Church in South Carolina can well afford to lose. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That joint ownership of these institutions be the fixed 
policy of this Conference. 

Resolved, That we consider the location of Columbia College most 
fortunate as a school for both Conferences, and as definitely and 
permanently settled.

Board of Education — Report No. 1 

I. Whereas, the General Conference in its prophetic consideration 
of the two great responsibilities of the Church recommended that 
there be two great church-wide movements in the present quadren- 
nium, one for missions and one for Christian education, in the 
following resolution: 
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“We recommend that the right of way be given to the Centenary 
Movement in the first two years and to the educational campaign 
during the second two years of the quadrennium and that during these 
two periods as far as possible the full power of the Church be de- 
livered in these respective campaigns.” 

II. And, whereas, our Conference educational institutions are in 
pressing need of additional funds in order that they not only may 
move forward with the progress and development of the Church but 
in truth even in order to maintain their present efficiency under 
changing conditions, and whereas we recognize the fact that our 
educational institutions have by order of the General Conference been 
kept for the past two years from presenting their needs to the Con- 
ference and connection, 

III. And, whereas, the tragic events of the past few years have 
taught us that education without Christ is a mockery and, therefore, 
that if America is to be true to its mission, education must be 
Christian, 

IV. And, whereas, our denomination is now short eight hundred 
preachers and is calling for hundreds of missionaries and trained 
workers not now available and inasmuch as we recognize our re- 
sponsibility for recruiting and training young men and young women 
for this work if our Church is to grow and serve, 

V. And, whereas, as we feel, therefore, our responsibility jointly 
with the other Conferences to focus our attention this year upon all 
the processes of Christian education in the home, the Church and 
the school, be it resolved, 

First. That this Conference co-operate most heartily in the plans of 
the Educational Commission’s five-fold objective in carrying out the 
instructions of the General Conference. 

Second. And be it resolved that we take all proper steps to fix the 
attention of all our people upon the fundamental place of Christian 
education in the life and mission of our Church and that to this end 
v/e urge pastors to preach and teach, and laymen to lend their influ- 
ence in every way possible. 

Third. That we call upon our people for their prayers in behalf 
of the presidents and faculties and trustees of our schools and for 
our young people in attendance upon them, praying especially that the 
right young men and young women may be led to give their lives as 
preachers, missionaries and trained workers, and that these schools 
may supplement the work of home and church in leading the young 
people of this generation to the acknowledgment of Christ as their 
Lord and Master in whatever work they may choose. 

Fourth. That, for the purpose of co-operating with the Connec- 
tional Educational Commission and for putting in operation the nec- 
essary plans for securing the support of all our churches for this 
movement, we appoint a Conference Educational Commission to be 
made up as follows : G. T. Harmon, T. G. Herbert, E. L. McCoy, 
John S. Bowman, E. P. Miller, T. O. Lawton, W. E. Nesmith. 

Fifth. That we assume as the quota for this Conference the sum 
of $1,202,000.00 and authorize the Conference Educational Commis- 
sion, with the help of the Presiding Elders, to divide this amount 
equitably among the churches of the Conference to be distributed 
as follows :

Board of Education — Report No. 2 

Your Board of Education has received reports from each of the 
institutions of learning under the care of the Conference, and here- 
with submits a summarized statement of said reports. 

Wofford College. — The enrollment of the present session is 334; 
that of last year was 283. The number of teachers is 14. The total 
income for the past year was $50,693.89. The grounds, buildings and 
equipment are valued at $402,550.00. Productive endowment, $193,- 
091.61. Loan funds, $16,768.17. Present total indebtedness, $27,829.09, 
a reduction of $2,900 since the last Conference; and we have reasonably 
quick assets and cash of some $20,000 toward the payment of the 
debt. Gifts and loan funds equal $3,610 for the year. 

Columbia College. — Enrollment to date 314; 270 boarding pupils 
and 44 day pupils. The faculty consists of six men and 17 women. 
Total income for past year, $80,641.19. Grounds and buildings are 
valued at $502,750.00. Present indebtedness, $84,000.00; a decrease 
of $1,800 since last report. 

Lander College. — Enrollment to date, 300, with expected increase. 
Twentv-three teachers and five officers. Value of grounds and build- 
ings, $378,502.00. Indebtedness, $31,600.00. 

Wofford Fitting School. — Two hundred and thirty-five pupils; over 
200 boarding pupils. The school is in fine condition, and appeals for 
enlarged dormitory room. 
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Carlisle School. — Enrollment, 227, 49 less than last year. Number 
of teachers, 10. Total income for past year, $60,592.00. Value of 
grounds, buildings and equipment, $129,000.00. Indebtedness, $13,645.00. 

The moral tone of each institution is of high grade. Wofford has 
15 ministerial students and six student volunteers. Carlisle School 
has three ministerial students. 

For all of which we thank God, take courage and press onward 
in our great Christian Education Movement. 

Emory University. — The report received from Emory University is 
quite gratifying. Five departments are in successful operation. Nine 
hundred and fifty-eight students enrolled during the past year, repre- 
senting 23 States, the District of Columbia and six foreign countries. 
A great Teachers’ College is planned to be named “The James H. Car- 
lisle Teachers’ College.” We hope this plan will speedily materialize. 

Textile Industrial Institute. — The enrollment to date is 256. There 
are eight teachers. The value of grounds, buildings, equipment 
and produce now in hand is $735,454.00. Indebtedness, $291,154.00, 
the bulk of which is for the completion of the Model Mill and capital 
with which to operate it. Increase in value, $316,324.00. 

Horry Industrial School. — Enrollment, 205. There are four teachers. 
The property is valued at $45,000.00.

Report of Epworth League Board 

Your Board has gone into the work prayerfully, inquiring into the 
operation of the Epworth Leagues of the Conference during the 
past year to find fifty-three fully organized Leagues with several pros- 
pective organizations in the near future. We regret to learn of the 
failure to secure the co-operation of the District Secretaries in carrying 
on the work as proposed at our last Annual Conference. We shall 
endeavor to get the Epworth League policy before our people and 
pursue the best plan practicable — one similar to that of last year, 
until we can procure the services of one qualified to do work efficiently 
as Field Secretary during the summer months, as we are not able 
at present to get the man needed for whole time. Recognizing the 
truth that there is growing need in the Church for workers with 
training for service that the Epworth League alone gives, be it 
resolved ; 

First. That we urge the pastors and Presiding Elders to co-operate 
with us in our efforts to get before all of our people the great 
work of the Epworth League in its mission of training boys and 
girls in Christian service ; which will greatly relieve the need for 
workers in our churches and Sunday Schools. 

Second. That our Preachers in Charge give prominence to the 
observance of Young People’s Day, second Sunday in May, similar 
to that given Sunday School Day. 

Third. That our Preachers in Charge attend, and seek to get their 
young people to attend, our Epworth League Conferences when held, 
and that our Presiding Elders aid us to hold a District Epworth 
League Conference in their respective districts. 

Fourth. That our people and preachers receive and co-operate with 
those working with this Board, enabling it to do its best work in 
this great work of training young people in Christian service, and 
call upon the members of our board for such service as may be 
needed therefrom in' order that we make the coming year the best 
in the history of our Epworth League work in the Conference.

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Report of Board of Managers of Epworth Orphanage 

Dear Brethren: As Chairman of the Board of Managers, it be- 

comes my duty to transmit to you a /report of Epworth Orphanage 
for the year ending September 30, 1920. 

As we see it, there has been another year of considerable progress, 
notwithstanding the continued high cost of everything we use in the 
improvement and maintenance of the institution. 

Thirty-four children have been received, and twenty-seven have 
been discharged during the year. There are at present ninety-five 
boys and one hundred and twelve girls, a total of two hundred and 
seven. There are eight vacancies, all for girls. 

Moral and Religious . — From many indications, we believe the trend 
has been upward in the moral and religious life of the children as a 
whole. Thirty-seven of them have joined the church on profession 
of faith. Religious services are held in the chapel every morning, 
and twice on Sunday, and all the children attend. 

Health Conditions . — There has not been a single case of serious 
sickness during the year. 

School . — Three girls and two boys graduated from our school in 
June, and the two boys are continuing their education at Wofford 
College, through the generosity of the good people of Bethel Church, 
Spartanburg, and one girl is at Winthrop College, being supported by 
members of Foster’s Chapel Church on the Kelton Charge. The 
school is doing as well as could be expected under the circumstances 
of inadequate room and equipment. 

Dairy and Stock Farm . — We found this department to be in most 
excellent condition. The daily average of milk is now around seventy 
gallons, while the average for the year has been about fifty gallops. 
The stock farm has furnished quite a good deal of fresh meats for 
the table. We have now twenty-five milk cows valued at $3,750.00 
and other cattle valued at $1,200.00. There are 102 hogs and pigs 
valued at $2,270.00 which will furnish about all the meat needed for 
the Orphanage family during the winter. There has been a cash 
income from the dairy and stock farm of $799.07, besides furnishing 
all the milk and a good deal of butter for the use of the table. 

Farm and Garden 

The farm and garden have been fairly remunerative, and of con- 
siderable help in the maintenance of the institution. A conservative 
estimate gives six hundred bushels of oats, three hundred bushels 
of corn, fourteen tons of hay, fifty tons of ensilage, one hundred and 
fifty bushels of Irish potatoes, four hundred bushels of sweet potatoes, 
and other vegetables valued at $1,200.00.

Marble Yard 

This department has not been a success from a financial point of 
view. This is to be accounted for in the first place, from the fact 
that the work must be done on credit several months after the orders 
have been given, and the bills are often hard to collect, while some 
cannot be collected at all. In the second place, the price of material 
and labor have advanced so rapidly that the cost of production would 
often equal the contract price by the time the work could be shipped, 
thus eliminating all profits.

In this connection it is proper that we should note the following 
generous acts of departed friends of the Orphanage. 

The late W. V. Gill of Allendale, who died several years ago, 
left his entire estate to the Orphanage at the death of his widow, 
who afterward married Mr. M. L. Middleton. Mrs. Middleton died 
December last, and in compliance with the provisions of the will, 
the property was duly and legally advertised and sold to the highest 
bidder. The property brought the magnificent sum of $247,788.00, all 
of which, after deducting expenses of the sale, was reinvested in first 
mortgages real estate loans at from seven to eight per cent interest. 
The will provides that only the income from this estate can be used 
for the maintenance of the Orphanage. 

Mr. J. H. Stelling, a citizen of Columbia, died during the early 
part of the present year, and left $17,000.00 to the Orphanage, which 
will become available one year after his death. This was left to be 
used as the Board of Managers deem wise for the benefit of the 
institution. 

Mr. I. H. Dantzler, of Orangeburg County, before his death in 
July of this year, gave the Orphanage a check for $35,000.00 to be 
used for building and equipping a home on the campus to be known 
as The Dantzler Memorial Home. Besides this gift, Mr. Dantzler 
left the Orphanage a residuary interest in his estate for the main- 
tenance of the home. How much this will be can not be known 
until the estate has been fully settled. 
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General Statement 

Our present capacity for the accommodation of children is limited 
to two hundred and fifteen. There are a great many worthy appli- 
cations which can not be accepted for lack of room. It is conserva- 
tively estimated that there are at least four hundred orphan children 
of deceased Methodists in South Carolina that ought to be under the 
care of our institution; and the way seems to brighten for larger 
things in the near future. The Dantzler home will be completed 
next spring, and there are two more prospective homes to be built 
when prices of material and labor become more normal. To meet 
these improved conditions in home facilities, we must have enlarged 
and better equipped school and dining room accommodations. Bishop 
Darlington and his cabinet visited the Orphanage in the early part of 
the year, and after a careful inspection of the buildings and equip- 
ment, recommended that the management proceed with plans to pro- 
vide these necessary improvements. They also recommended that the 
usual Work Day be made the time for a great rally by the friends of 
the Orphanage for the collection of funds to erect such buildings as 
were needed for the present and future needs of the institution. 
The Board of Managers endorsed these recommendations, and de- 
cided to erect in the middle of the campus what is to be known as 
the administration building, in which there shall be ample room for 
school, dining room, kitchen, chapel, reception rooms, administrative 
offices, etc. It is hoped that Work Day will yield sufficient funds to 
give us this building.

Recom mendations 

We recommend that a street sixty feet wide, and extending through 
the lower portion of the Orphanage farm adjoining the property 
of Mr. M. C. Heath be opened up as soon as agreeable with Mr. 
Heath and the Board of Managers, the understanding being that Mr. 
Heath shall pay for one-half the value of the land, the price thereof 
to be agreed upon by Mr. Heath and the Board of Managers. 

We recommend that the Conferences rescind their action two years 
ago by which the Board of Managers were allowed to loan only 
$5,000.00 to one person or firm, and that the limit be made $15,000.00 
instead. 

We recommend the management of Rev. T. C. O’Dell, and ask the 
Presiding Bishop to appoint him Superintendent for another year.

First, We request the Commission on Finance for an assessment 
of $1,300.00 for the publication of the Minutes for the year 1921. 

Second, We nominate W. V. Dibble and W. A. Beckham as editors 
and publishers of the Minutes. 

Third, We recommend that 4,000 copies of the Minutes be published 
and that a copy of the Minutes be sent to each clerical member of 
the Upper South Carolina Conference.

4. It is understood that each Co-operating Conference will con- 
tribute financial support to the Institute in such manner and amount 
as each Conference may determine.

Board of Missions — Report No. 2 

Your Board is gratified at the character of the reports made by 
those pastors serving charges helped by this Board. Some of these 
have shown such development in self-support as to become entirely so, 
for the coming year. This will not relieve us of responsibilities in 
this particular work, as new Mission Charges have been established 
on recommendations of the Presiding Elders. 

You have had the report of the collections for the Centenary and, 
while this report is not as good as it should be, we are sure that but 
for the untiring and splendid efforts of our Conference Secretary of 
Missions, Rev. A. J. Cauthen, this report would not show near as 
large collections as have really been made. In this time of finan- 
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cial depression there will be more need than ever for the work of 
this effiicient Secretary. In order to stimulate this work we make the 
following recommendations : 

1. Each local church shall have a Centenary Treasurer, who has 
been, or shall be nominated by the pastor, and approved by the Church 
Conference. 

2. To assist the treasurer in collecting the Centenary funds there 
shall be a collecting committee, consisting of as many as in the judg- 
ment of the pastor and treasurer are necessary to do the work. This 
committee shall also be nominated by the pastor and treasurer, and 
confirmed by the Church Conference. 

3. The Local Treasurer shall be requested to make complete report 
to the pastor each quarter of amount collected during the quarter. 

4. The pastor shall be requested to secure from the Local Treasurer 
a complete report of collections the week before each Quarterly Con- 
ference, and report same to the Quarterly Conference. 

5. The Presiding Elder shall be requested to secure at each Quar- 
terly Conference the following information : 

(a) Who is your Local Church Treasurer? (1st Q. C.) 

(b) Who are elected Assistant Collectors? (1st Q. C.) 

(c) How much has been collected on Centenary pledge during the 
past quarter? (Forms for the above to be furnished by the Con- 
ference Secretary.) 

6. The Presiding Elder shall be requested to furnish the Confer- 
ence Missionary Secretary the result of his findings the first of each 
month. (Form to be supplied by the Secretary.) 

7. The Conference Missionary Secretary shall be required to send 
to each pastor and local treasurer each quarter a statement of the 
local church account. Also to furnish the Presiding Elders with a 
statement by charges. 

We also recommend that provision be made by the Board for 
such publicity agencies as may be needed to keep up the Centenary 
morale in our local churches. 

We have elected Rev. T. J. White as a trustee of the Belin Fund 
in place of Rev. J. L. Tyler, deceased. 

We nominate T. H. Tatum for Conference Lay Leader. 

We request the Bishop to appoint Rev. A. J. Cauthen as Con- 
ference Missionary Secretary.

Sunday School Board — Report No. 1 

The last session of our Conference approved in broad lines several 
items entering into a Conference-wide Sunday School policy, and 
through our field organization this year many of these matters have 
been practically applied. During the year we have studied carefully 
the field and its needs, and your Sunday School Bo^rd presents here- 
with for your approval and adoption the following as a goal of 
religious education steadily to be worked to and we hope speedily 
realized. 

Conference-Wide Poeicy 

1. Organization. 

(a) Conference Board : Organized according to the directions of 
the Discipline. 
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(b) Field: General Field Secretary, Assistant Field Secretary, 

Elementary Superintendent, Office Secretary. 

(c) Conference: President, Vice-President, Secretary-Treasurer, 

with department superintendents, employed or voluntary, as follows : 
Elementary, Intermediate-Senior, Young People-Adult, Teacher Train- 
ing, and Missionary. (These officers to function in co-operation with 
the field staff in planning and holding the Conference-wide Sunday 
School meeting to be held annually.) 

(d) District: Present organization, identical as to officers with that 
suggested for the Conference. 

(e) Sub-district: The same as the District. 

2 Council Meetings. 

(a) Employed workers and Chairman of the Board to attend the 
General Council of Methodist Sunday School workers. 

(b) A Conference Council, composed of the Board, employed 
workers, Presiding Elders, resident member General Board, and presi- 
dents of the district organizations, to meet early in the year. 

(c) District Councils, composed of Presiding Elders, resident mem- 
bers of Conference Board, Conference employed workers, district offi- 
cers, and sub-district presidents, to be held as early in the year as 
practicable. 

3. Conferences and Institutes. 

(a) A Conference wide Sunday School meeting, comprising all 
departments, meeting annually. 

(b) District Conferences, one in each district, annually. 

(c) Sub-district Institutes, meeting quarterly, in all groups. 

4. Elementary Work. 

(a) Conference Elementary Superintendent. 

(b) Promotion of organization, standards, training. 

(c) Endorsement and necessary support for “Children’s Week.” 

(d) Elementary Superintendent to attend General Elementary 
Council. 

(e) Conference Elementary Council, including district superintend- 
ents, to be held annually. 

5. Wesley Bible Classes. 

(a) Direction by Field Secretary and Assistant. 

(b) Conference Bible Class Council, including district superintend- 
ents, annually. 

(c) Wesley Class Fellowship for Service to be established. 

(d) Conference Federation as part of general meeting. 

(e) Life service emphasized. 

6. Teacher Training. 

(a) Field Secretary as director. 

(b) Endorsement and support for Junaluska and Methodist Train- 
ing Conference. 

(c) Employed ’workers to take courses at Junaluska. 

(d) Myrtle Beach with at least two other Standard schools. 

(e) Non-credit schools or training conferences. 

(f) Promotion of training classes for local workers. 

(g) Promotion of young people’s training classes. 

(h) Study or reading circles for pastors and other workers. 

(i) Promotion of training in our schools and colleges. 

(j) Circulating and reference library. 
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7. Missionary Education. 

(a) Direction by field workers or voluntary superintendent. 

(b) Promotion of missionary standards for the Sunday School. 

(c) Special attention to the Centenary and specials. 

(d) Programs, literature, and helps to be distributed. 

8. Sunday School Architecture. 

(a) Definite aid as to plans for churches planning to build. 

(b) Co-operation with Church Extension Board which is asked to 
urge best possible buildings before giving aid. 

9. Special Days. 

(a) Regular days to be observed in accordance with General Board’s 

program as follows : Rally Day, Thanksgiving, Christmas, Decision 

Day, Easter, Sunday School Day, and Promotion Day. 

(b) Epworth Orphanage Work Day and Near East Relief. 

(c) Monthly Missionary Day and contributions through regular 
channels for approved interests. 

(d) Schools urged to observe no special days or assume responsi- 
bility unless interest involved is approved by the Board. 

10. Office and Publicity. 

(a) Office Secretary and adequate equipment. 

(b) Comprehensive literature, departmental and general, to be dis- 
tributed systematically. 

(c) Year book and monthly bulletin. 

(d) Southern Christian Advocate and daily press. 

(e) Complete files and records. 

11. District Work. 

(a) Emphasis to be given district work, including sub-district 
organization, and necessary support accorded. 

12. Finances. 

(a) Resources: Conference assessment and Sunday School Day 
Offerings. Banners for special offerings. 

(b) Budget: To include all financial needs in above policy.

Sunday School Board — Report No. 2 

Believing that conditions require a definite statement regarding 
the attitude of the South Carolina Conference to the International 
Sunday School Association, in order that our field workers may go 
forward with the approval and authority of Conference action, and 
that our pastors, superintendents, and other Sunday School workers 
may have authority to act without embarrassment, saving themselves, 
their schools, and their people from entanglements with an organiza- 
tion which is not, under its new organization any more than prior to 
that reorganization, truly interdenominational but is still, as it has 
been, an independent and non-denominational body, neither represen- 
tative of nor responsible to any denomination or group of denomina- 
tions, promoting through the South Carolina Sunday School Asso- 
ciation its own programs regardless of those of our own and other 
denominations, making demands upon local Sunday Schools and re- 
sulting generally in confusing our Sunday School workers, dissipating 
their interest and hindering the effectiveness of our work — we recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolutions : 
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1. That the South Carolina Conference disapproves the attitude and 
methods of the International Sunday School Association and of the 
South Carolina State Sunday School Association and cannot enter 
into co-operation with that organization. 

2. That the program of religious education of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, with Sunday School standards second to none 
and plans of our Conference Board in harmony therewith, be pro- 
moted diligently, and undivided support and encouragement be given 
our chosen leaders in carrying forward this program. 

3. That while we cannot approve of or join the South Carolina 
Sunday School Association of the International Sunday School organi- 
zation, we do believe in and are ready for hearty co-operation in a 
program of religious education "of, for, and by” the churches and 
that our Sunday School leaders through the executive committee of 
the Sunday School Board are authorized to take steps toward securing 
a truly representative State organization “of, for, and by the churches.” 

4. That in fact the General Sunday School Board has not entered 
into official relations with the International Sunday School Associa- 
tion, and it is our conviction that the General Sunday School Board 
has not the right to enter into such relations with any organization 
without the action and direction of the General Conference. 

5. That the widest publicity be given these resolutions and that 
the Sunday School Field Secretary and the Executive Committee be 
authorized to publish widely the facts entering into the decisions 
reached and expressed in these resolutions.

Sunday School Board — Report No. 3 

Two years after the signing of the armistice, we find world con- 
ditions chaotic. Our own country is in a state of unrest and dis- 
organization. Reactions of the world war have been a veritable riot 
of revelry with lowering levels of looseness, immorality and crime. 
There is manifest a critical attitude toward everything and everybody. 
Reds, Socialists, Communists, with their propoganda for the over- 
throw of our Government and an overwhelming flood of immigration 
sweeping upon our shores further demoralize conditions. The whole 
situation for our country and for the world disappoints the reason- 
able expectation that marked the wondrous joy with which we sig- 
nalized the armistice. These superficial evidences of deep underlying 
causes are, however, upon careful study, found to be hopeful rather 
than hopeless symptoms. The old order is torn to pieces because it 
was not put together right. No social order can be permanent until 
founded upon righteousness. The unrest and dissatisfaction noted 
evidence desire to better conditions. It all forms a crisis and makes 
the supreme opportunity of the centuries to reconstruct. Things torn 
apart by the shock of war may be put together right, but will they 
be? One thing is certain, they will not just come together right. 

Thousands of years ago, on Sinai, God delivered to Moses the 
foundation principles for building a great and abiding civilization. 
(See Deut. 6:3-15.) Analyzed, these directions are God-known, loved, 
and obeyed by the individual, and all this taught to the children in 
the home. What God said, He says. No matter what world changes 
may come, God and His Word are unchanged. The principles given 
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of God to Moses remain, and ever will remain, the only true science 
of national life and an abiding social order, God-known, loved, and 
obeyed by the individual; two such individuals, one home — a Bible 
home — in which the children are diligently taught these fundamentals. 
This means that education is the hope for the world’s future. True 
education is religious, finding its beginning in the fear of the Lord 
and its consummation in knowledge of God and of Jesus Christ, whom 
He has sent, which is life eternal. Our one and only hope for world 
reconstruction is in an adequate program of religious education out- 
lined to Moses on Sinai. In such a program the Sunday School must 
have prime place. Every great movement faces the cradle. Every 
great world hope is a shining star leading to a child. 

The Sunday School, to meet the new demands of the day, must be 
magnified and made efficient to the highest degree. There is today a 
steady setting towards the destruction of the home. Apartment life, 
light housekeeping, scarcity of houses, “no children allowed” signs 
on houses and apartments to let, mark the tide that is sweeping away 
home life. Add to this the facts that some parents cannot teach the 
knowledge of God; some do not care and will not; while some teach 
principles apart from the Book of God. Where, then, shall we look 
for the power to stem this flood? Shall it be to the public schools 
and colleges? Turning to these, we note the unfortunate tendencies 
to eliminate the Bible; the pay of teachers less than hod carriers, 
tending to eliminate thq capable; the dwindled purchasing power of 
a dollar in its effects upon endowments, shrinking them by a divisor 
of three, and driving the most capable from the chairs of our colleges. 
All this points to the imperative need and great opportunity of the 
Sunday School as the prime factor of potency in meeting the crisis 
and reconstructing aright the social order. The Sunday School has 
the text book and to be truly efficient it must be a real Bible school, 
including all ages and seeking to bring all to a knowledge of God and 
of God’s will. It must bring all to love God, to obey God, and withal 
to serve God. To serve God is to serve mankind. 

Such ideals your Board has been striving for. We would make 
each Sunday School in our bounds an ideal school in the aims and 
results just stated. To this end we have presented, and you have 
adopted, a Conference-wide program, to which your Board, your field 
workers, and you yourselves are fully committed. 

The work of the year just past encourages us to press on toward 
the goals set. Our Sunday School Field Secretary, Rev. J. Emerson 
Ford, has thrown himself into the work heart and soul, and has won 
his way to a wise leadership in the movement. We were unable to 
secure an elementary worker during the first six months of the 
year, but in June Miss Pauline Suddath, of Georgia, was secured, 
since which time she has rendered splendid service. As we enter upon 
another year’s work she will have the experience of six months among 
us and its cumulative effects to go forward to even better things. 
Miss Elizabeth Brailsford, as Office Secretary, has proven invaluable. 
We were unable to secure a Superintendent of Young People’s and 
Teacher Training Work as planned and authorized last year. We 
have a well equipped man in sight whom we hope to be able to secure 
immediately. 

The first three months of the year were given to the Membership 
and Evangelistic Campaign, and we rejoice to be able to say that the 
results are manifest in a greatly increased Sunday School enrollment. 
We are also very much gratified to hear through representatives of 
the General Sunday School Board that this great campaign has 
touched every part of the Church with an increased enrollment in 
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Sunday School membership. There has been an increase of more 
than 250,000 in the circulation of our Sunday School literature which 
is also evidence of this increased enrollment. 

Training Schools 

Standard Training Schools were held at Myrtle Beach and jointly 
with the Upper South Carolina Conference in connection with the 
Preachers’ Institute at Wofford College. About twenty-five of our 
workers attended the Training School for Sunday School Leaders at 
Lake Junaluska, and many more would have attended had there been 
room. At the Myrtle Beach Training School more than one hundred 
were enrolled, every district was represented, and enthusiastic interest 
manifested. This training school will be maintained and developed 
as a part of our training program. Two other Standard Training 
Schools are planned for 1921. The joint Training School held at 
Wofford College proved to be more than an experiment. Our Con- 
ference was well represented. The Sunday School Board has made 
such appropriation as may be necessary to meet its share of the 
expense of the Institute at Wofford College for 1921. 

Besides the Standard Training Schools for 1920, five other training 
schools were held for local and nearby workers. 

South Carolina Federation 

As a part of its enlarged program, your Board has taken action 
looking toward the holding of a great Federation for both Confer- 
ences sometime in the spring of 1921. The General Sunday School 
Board has graciously promised to co-operate in both men and money 
in holding such a joint meeting, and we confidently predict that one 
of the most helpful and inspiring programs ever presented in South 
Carolina will be offered our workers at that time. We ask that this 
meeting be widely advertised and largely attended by our pastors as 
well as all other workers. 

Sunday School Day 

We are grateful to our Sunday Schools all over the Conference for 
the splendid response made in the largest offering we have ever had 
on this day. The Treasurer reports a total offering of $5,678.00. We 
call upon our schools to make even a larger response next year in 
order that we may continue to increase the work in scope and effec- 
tiveness. *

Report of Committee on Sabbath Observance 

We, your Sabbath Observance Committee, beg to submit the follow- 
ing as our report: 

Resolutions of the South Carolina Conference as to Sabbath obser- 
vance, adopted by the South Carolina Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in session at Georgetown, Novem- 
ber, 1920. 

Believing that the keeping of the Sabbath as God commands is 4 
necessary for the safety, progress and happiness of our people, we 
heartily deplore the desecration of our Sabbath day. It is a certain 
sign of impending destruction. 

One of the chief corner-stones of our national greatness was the 
fixed habit of our forefathers to strictly observe the Sabbath. If 
we depart from that habit curses will overtake us; yea, are- overtaking 
us. Keeping the Sabbath will help all and hurt none. Money making 
through Sunday work will curse those who do it, as it has cursed 
others in all the ages past. 

All working men, by whomsoever employed, as well as all others, 
should have and keep the Sabbath. Working seven days in the week 
will destroy the religious life of man or nation. Every man should 
have Sunday with his home, his wife and children, his Sunday School 
and Church. 

For these reasons we urge all members, citizens and public officials, 
to do their best to stop all Sunday labor ; all Sunday trains, State 
and Interstate; to stop all postoffices and all mails on Sunday; stop 
the transportation and publication of Sunday newspapers; to stop all 
Sunday theaters, picture shows, baseball and like games ; to stop all 
trade and traffic on Sunday, including all gasoline stores, soft drinks 
and soda water stores and drug stores, excepting always instances of 
charitv and necessity, and supplying needed medicine and relief to 
the sick and suffering, overtaken by distress that could not be pro- 
vided against before Sunday. 

We urge the passage by Congress of a National Sunday law for 
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Sabbath observance in the District of Columbia and in all Inter- 
state Commerce; and to stop all Sunday mails, postoffices, railroad 
trains, and newspapers; and we endorse for that purpose the law 
proposed by our sister (Tennessee) Annual Conference through their 
committee (Noah W. Cooper, W. R. Webb, and E. B. Chappell), as 
it now appears at page 3377 of the Congressional Record, of February 
20, 1920, which law is as follows : 

KEEP THE SABBATH 
Or Lose our Liberties 

Under resolutions unanimously adopted by the Tennessee Methodist 
Annual Conference at Nashville, Tennessee, Nov. 3, 1919, a committee 
composed of Noah W. Cooper, Ex-Senator W. R. Webb, and Dr. 
E. B. Chappell, have prepared and presented to Congress, for enact- 
ment into law, the following bill, as appears on page 3377 of the Con- 
gresisonal Record of Feb. 20, 1920. All people are urged to speed 
its passage by Congress and thus help save our nation from the ter- 
rible fate of Sabbath-breaking Israel. 

Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress Assembled: 

1. Hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person in the employment 
of the United States to work or carry on his ordinary vocation on 
Sunday ; 

2. It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation to operate 
on Sunday any freight or passenger train, or mail train or any other 
train, or part of a train on Sunday in the carrying on of Interstate 
Commerce, trade or traffic of any kind; 

3. It shall be unlawful for any postoffice to be open on Sunday 
or to deliver mail on Sunday; it shall be unlawful for any mail to 
be carried or delivered on Sunday by any employee of the United 
States, whether in city or country; 

* 4. It shall be unlawful for any newspaper or other paper or pub- 

lication published or purporting to be published on Sunday to be re- 
ceived, carried, or delivered as mail by any agency of the United 
States, in any postoffice, or over any route under the jurisdiction of 
the United States; 

5. It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation engaged 
in Interstate Commerce or carrying on any business or vocation under 
the laws of or with the permission or license from the United States, 
or any of its agencies, to do or carry on any ordinary vocation or 
business on Sunday; the purpose of this act being to express our 
national determination to honor the Sabbath day and keep it holy, as 
God commands ; thereby securing for all that opportunity for spir- 
itual and bodily refreshment decreed by our Lord for the happiness of 
all men and the safety of all nations. 

6. Any person who does any of the things above declared unlawful, 
or who procures or aids another in doing any of the things above 
declared unlawful, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished 
upon conviction, by due process of law, by a fine of not under $100.00, 
nor over $10,000.00 for each offense, and by imprisonment for not 
over six months, in the discretion of the Court; 

7. And any corporation that does or aids in doing these forbidden 
things shall, upon conviction, be fined not less than $1,000.00, nor 
over $100,000.00 for each offense, and upon conviction a second time 
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for like offense shall forfeit its charter and franchise, and be en- 
joined from operating in Interstate Commerce. Provided, however, 
that emergency instances of charity and necessity are not included 
nor punishable under the provisions of this act. 

And we favor State laws of like character. 

We recommend that a committee of three, consisting of W. D. 
Jenerette, G. P. Watson and J. H. Noland, be and are hereby ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the said Tennessee Conference committee 
and others for like purposes, in urging the enactment by Congress 
and by our State Legislature on these proposed laws; and to do their 
utmost to build up public sentiment that will require the enactment 
and enforcement of these laws.

Report of the Board of Managers of the South Carolina Methodist 

Training Conference 

Pursuant to resolution adopted by the last session of the South 
Carolina Conference requesting the Presiding Bishop to appoint a 
committee of five, with power to act, to plan and establish a Preachers’ 
Institute and Standard Training School, the recommending that the 
Upper South Carolina Conference be requested to participate in the 
establishment of such a school as a permanent annual institution, 
Bishop Darlington appointed five representatives of the Upper South 
Carolina Conference to act until the Conference could take action 
on the recommendation of the South Carolina Conference. 

At a meeting of the joint Board of Managers in Columbia on 
the 10th of February, 1920, the South Carolina Methodist Training 
Conference was organized, with Rev. John A. Rice, D. D., as Chair- 
man of the Board of Managers, and Dean of the school; Rev. L. D. 
Gillespie, Secretary, and Rev. J. Emerson Ford, Bursar. The school* 
was planned to train leaders in all departments of church work, and 
in prosecution of this design, courses of lectures and study were 
offered to graduate and under-graduate ministers, Sunday School, 
Epworth League, missionary and social service workers. The first 
session of the school was held at Wofford College June 15-25, and 
the matriculation numbered one hundred and ninety-nine (199). 

Four general and four specilization courses for Sunday School 
workers were offered, and one hundred and nineteen credits were 
awarded by the Teacher Training Department of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. Credits numbering one hundred and twenty-four 
(124) were awarded by the school in the following courses: Graded 
Social Service in the Sunday School; Christianizing Community Life; 
The Great Tradition; Present Day Religious Thought and Problems; 
Mission Study; Epworth League; Country Church and Rural Prob- 
lems ; Mothers’ Class. The total number of credits awarded was one 
hundred and sixty (160). Courses of lectures were given by Bishop 
E. D. Mouzon, Dr. C. M. Bishop, and Miss Mabel Howell. A devo- 
tional service at noon and a vesper service were conducted daily by 
evangelist L. B. Bridges. 

The bursar’s books were duly audited, and show receipts and dis- 
bursements as follows:

Great credit is due Dr. John A. Rice, Chairman and Dean, for his 
invaluable work in projecting the Training School and bringing it to 
a successful issue. Grateful acknowledgment is also made to Dr. 
H. N. Snyder and his assistants at Wofford College for perfecting 
local arrangements that contributed so materially to the success of 
the school. 

Dr.. Rice has tendered his resignation on account of leaving the 
State, Rev. A. J. Cauthen was elected chairman of the board of mana- 
gers, Rev. R. E. Stackhouse, D. D., was elected dean of the school. 

The board of managers respectfully makes the following recommen- 
dations : 

1. That the two 'Conferences take joint action looking to the con- 
tinuation of the school on the same general lines. 

2. That each Conference provide twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) 
for the expense account of the next school. 

3. That the Upper South Carolina Conference make provision for 
reimbursing Wofford College the two thousand dollars ($2,000) ad- 
vanced for this school.

And that this censorship be composed of men and women 
of the highest type of character, with moral vision sufficient to enable 
them to give our people adequate protection. 
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Resolved (5), That we earnestly request all of the people to abide 
by the laws of the land and to ever stand for the highest principles 
of Christian citizenship.

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RESOLUTIONS 
Standing Resolutions 

A — District Conference Representatives — 

The lay representation of the District Conference shall consist of 
three delegates from each charge, and the District Trustees shall be 
ex-officio members. 

B — Presiding Elders — A Standing Committee on Nominations — 

Resolved, That the Presiding Elders be hereby constituted a stand- 
ing committee to nominate the usual and regular committees of the 
Conference. 

Resolved, That they be requested to meet on the day preceding each 
annual session of the Conference, in order to prepare nominations 
of such committees, and that they make their report at the beginning 
of the work of the first day. 

C — Providing for Sacrament at Opening of Conference — 

Resolved, That the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper shall be cele- 
brated at the opening of our annual sessions. 

Resolved, That pastors in charge where our Conference shall meet 
be requested to make provision for the Communion service hereby 
ordered. 

D — Relative to Assessments — 

Resolved, That the Commission on Finance be directed to make the 
distribution of the assessments to the several districts upon the basis 
of all salaries assessed the preceding year for preachers, in charge, 
and .that the Boards of District Stewards be requested to make the 
distribution to charges upon the same basis. 

Resolved, That all moneys collected on the various Conference 
assessments be paid to the Conference Treasurer, and that the said 
Treasurer pay to each fund the amount due the said ft^d. 

Resolved, That the Conference Treasurer shall be the custodian of 
our Conference funds until Conference meets each year, buj that on 
call he may pay out such funds as he may have in hand for any board. 

Resolved , That since most of the boards do not call for their funds 
until Conference, the Conference Treasurer may advance to the Board 
of Missions sufficient amounts to meet payments due on appropria- 
tions to Conference Missions at the end of each quarter, the final 
pro rata required by our law to be made at the end of the Conference 
year, provided the same privilege be granted the other boards for their 
special needs. 

Resolved, That the time-honored custom of raising at least one-half 
of our Connectional and Conference collections in the spring of each 
year shall be continued. 

Resolved, That a statement of collections be enclosed with the 
remittance to the Treasurer at Conference, and that the Secretary of 
the Conference be instructed to prepare and send out suitable blanks 
for such, along with blanks for statistical reports. 

Resolved, That the Conference Treasurer be»required to give a bond 
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for ten thousand dollars as security for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Resolved, That as compensation for his services, the Conference 
Treasurer be paid a commission of one per cent, upon all funds, 
except Conference Claimants, passing through his hands. 

Resolved, That the Commission on Finance shall appoint at each 
annual Conference a committee of three of its members to audit the 
books of the Treasurer. 

E — Payment of One Hundred Dollars Upon Superannuation — 

Resolved, That when a member of the Conference is superannuated 
he shall then receive the sum of one hundred dollars from the Con- 
ference collection, provided his necessities require, and the funds 
justify it. 

F — Checks to he Sent Directly to Claimants — 

Resolved, That the Board of Finance be instructed to mail the checks 
for claimants directly to the said claimants. 

G — Laymen to Take Charge of Finances — 

Resolved, That our laymen be urged to take entire charge of all 
Church finances. 

H — Appropriation by Board of Missions — 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions render to this Conference a 
full and itemized report of all appropriations of the domestic mission- 
ary funds, and the settlement of the same, and that thereafter the 
appropriations for the coming year be read before the adjournment 
of the Conference, and that these reports be published in full in 
the Minutes. 

I — Reports, from Mission Charges — 

Resolved, That blanks with questions covering the information 
needed by the Board of Missions be prepared and sent out by the 
Board, and that each preacher serving a charge receiving aid from 
this Board be required to fill out said blank and present same to this 
Board. * 

Resolved, That no charge can or will be considered for continued 
appropriation unless the data called for above be rendered to this 
Board, and that the Board withhold final settlement until satisfactory • 
explanation be made of any failure to render the report required. 

Resolved, That the preachers in charge of the missions, and their 
Presiding Elders, be requested to supplement the written report with 
such oral statement before the Board as they may deem necessary. 

J — Privilege of the Floor Extended Members of Boards — 

Resolved , That the lay members of the various boards of this Con- 
ference shall have ex-officio the privilege of speaking on all ques- 
tions concerning the business of their respective boards, open to 
debate before the Conference. 

K — Reports From Trustees — 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of each educational institu- 
tion under our patronage be required to report upon the institution, 
annually, to the Board of Education of this Conference. 
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L — Correspondence Course — 

Resolved, That we approve the action of the General Conference 
in the establishment of the “Correspondence Course” for the benefit 
of our young preachers, and urge the young men, whether they have 
finished the Conference Course or not, to avail themselves of the 
advantages thus offered. 

Resolved, That a certificate from the faculty of this school as to 
books in the required Conference Course be accepted by this Con- 
ference, provided that the questions for the final examination on 
each book shall be sent to the chairman of the Examining Committee, 
and that the examination shall be held under the personal supervision 
of a member of the committee, or some member of this Conference 
designated by the chairman of the committee, and the examination 
papers forwarded by him to the faculty of the Correspondence School. 

M — Sermon to Undergraduates — 

Resolved, That on the opening afternoon of our Conference ses- 
sions, a sermon before the undergraduates of the body be preached, 
and that the Board of Education shall regularly nominate the preacher 
to deliver the same. 

N — M emoirs — 

Resolved, That the Presiding Elders be requested to appoint persons 
to write memoirs of preachers dying during the year in the interim 
of Conference. 

0 — Printed Minutes Official — 

Resolved, That the printed Minutes, bound every four years, with 
autographed signatures of the Bishops presiding, and of the Secretary 
of the Sessions, be the official record of the South Carolina Confer- 
ence, to be presented to the General Conference for examination. 

Resolved, That the Secretary transcribe the journal and such other 
facts as may be necessary to comply with the regulations of the 
General Conference in a suitable book of record. 

P — Unified College Agency — 

Resolved, That the plan of unified college agency for tffe financial 
interests of our colleges, adopted by the Conference of 1912, and 
recorded in the Minutes for that year, page 31, be reaffirmed, with 
the exception that the Commission of Education be composed of the 
Presidents of Woffor^l, Columbia and Lander Colleges, respectively, 
and one member eacn from the two Conference Boards of Educa- 
tion, the representatives of these boards to be chosen by their respec- 
tive boards. 

Q — Ministerial Loan Fund — 

Resolved, That an annual assessment of $1,500 be made to establish 
and maintain a “Ministerial Loan Fund,” and that of the amount 
realized 20 per cent, be given the General Board of Education for 
connectional purposes, and the remaining 80 per cent, to be used only 
on recommendation of our Conference Board of Education to aid 
students for the ministry in our own institutions, said fund of 80 
per cent, of annual proceeds to be the property of the South Carolina 
Conference, and to be administered by said Conference as above 
prescribed. 
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R — Bpworth Orphanage Sunday — 

Resolved, That our Sunday Schools, as far as may be practicable, 
set apart one Sunday in each month as “Epworth Orphanage Sunday,” 
the collections on that day to go to the Epworth Orphanage, and that 
our pastors be requested to appoint a committee in each charge to 
look after the interests of* the Orphanage. 

S — Bpworth League Anniversary — 

Resolved, That the Epworth League Anniversary be held during 
our Conference sessions along with the other important interests of 
our Church. 

T — Superannuate Endowment Fund — 

Resolved, That such amount of the assessments for Conference 
Claimants as conform to the requirements of the Discipline be applied 
by the Board of Finance to the Superannuate Endowment Fund. 

U — Report from Southern Christian Advocate — 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers of the Southern Christian 
Advocate be required to report upon that publication annually to the 
Board of Christian Literature of this Conference. 



Resolutions on the Common Schools 

Whereas, To our deep humiliation we learn from reliable sources 
that South Carolina ranks lower than any other State in the Union 
in the matter of education, even lower than Hawaii, Porto Rico, and 
the Philippine Islands; that, judged by the standard of efficiency, our 
State school system ranks below that of any other State ; that from 
the standpoint of literacy we rank lower than any other State, twenty- 
five per cent of our population over ten years of age being unable to 
read or write; and, 

Whereas, A careful study of the facts involved in the case indi- 
cates that the weakest place in our educational system is in the realm 
of the common schools of the country; that it has been esti- 
mated that the last Legislature appropriated from the public treas- 
ury more than twice as much to the State institutions of higher edu- 
cation which serve less than four per cent of our pupils than it did 
to the common schools which serve more than ninety-six per cent 
of our pupils and which are the sole opportunity of our people for 
the mere rudiments of an education; and, * 

Whereas, The Methodist Church has ever been deeply interested 
in the education of all the people, believing that every child born 
into the world has an inherent and inalienable right to the opportunity 

for the full and free development of its divine possibilities; 

• 

Therefore, Be it Resolved, by the South Carolina Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, now in session in the City of 
Georgetown, on the 29th day of November, 1920, 

1. That we respectfully request our State Legislature to give pre- 
cedence to our common schools in the appropriation of public funds, 
making provisions at least for every child in our State to receive the 
rudiments of an education. 

2. That we respectfully ask the Legislature to give greater authority 
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to an enthusiastic campaign to enlist all the educational forces of the 
State in a united effort to lift the pall of illiteracy from our people. 

3. That we respectfully ask the Legislature to make proper pro- 
vision for the introduction into our schools of all grades an adequate 
use of the Bible which alone contains the principles essential to the 
production of the noblest citizenship.

MEMOIRS 

Rev. John Thomas MacFarlane 

Rev. John Thomas MacFarlane, son of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Mac- 
Farlane, was born in Glasgow, County of Lancastershire, Scotland, 
on November 22, 1866. 

During his boyhood days he lived and labored on Garlenaber Farm, 
Buchanan Parish, Sterlingshire, Scotland. This 'farm was elevated 
among the mountains of Ben Lomand, Ben Veirlock, and Lock Katrie, 
famous in early Scottish history. 

Mr. MacFarlane was educated in the Parish school, Bella Housta 
Academy, in Glasgow, being trained as a naval engineer. After coming 
to America, he pursued the usual branches of study, and, upon his en- 
trance into the Conference, he took the Conference course of study 
in the Correspondence Department of Vanderbilt University. 

The first distinct impression of a call to preach came to Mr. Mac- 
Farlane soon after he came to America, and while residing at Chester, 
South Carolina; but he did not yield to it until after his conversion, 
which important event occurred in July, 1893, under the ministry of 
the Rev. John W. Neely. The young convert was immediately put to 
work in Christian activity. 

Mr. MacFarlane was granted license to preach in the fall of 1893, 
at Graniteville, South Carolina, and for several years served as 
supply on various charges in the Conference. He was admitted on 
trial into the South Carolina Conference at Orangeburg, South Caro- 
lina, in December, 1899, Bishop Joseph S. Key presiding. He was 
ordained Deacon by Bishop Charles B. Galloway, in Columbia, South 
Carolina, in December, 1901 ; and was ordained Elder by Bishop Henry 
Clay Morrison, at Gaffney, South Carolina, in December, 1907. 

As a supply, Brother MacFarlane served the following charges : 
Graniteville, one year; Claussen, one year; Georgetown Circuit, one 
year; Swansea and Wagener, three years. After his admission into 
the Conference, he served the following charges: Williston, one year; 
Norway, one year ; Smoak’s, two years ; Elloree, three years ; Granby 
Station, one year; Cherokee, two years; Lancaster Circuit, two years; 
Brandon, two years; Norris, one year; Bethlehem Circuit, four years; 
Jordan, one year. At the last session of the Conference Bishop Dar- 
lington appointed him to Scranton, where he had entered upon his 
work with the deep earnestness that ever characterized him, but before 
he had been able to accomplish much for the Master there the summons 
came for his transfer to a larger field of service Beyond the Shadow. 
He died in peace March 7, 1920. 

Brother MacFarlane was twice married. His first marriage was 
to Miss Lewellyn Goans, of Lancaster County, South Carolina, and 
of this union one child was born — Camellia. His second marriage 
was to Miss Carrie DeLeslie Lawrence, of Florence County, South 
Carolina, and of this union five children were born — Henry Bascom 
Browne, John Holland, Marian May, Ida Dell, and Horace Carter. 

For several years Brother MacFarlane was Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Conference Brotherhood, and was ever faithful in the dis- w 
charge of the duties of that office. 

Rev. William Augustus Massebeau, the efficient Presiding Elder 
of the Kingstree District, wrote to the Southern Christian Advocate 
as follows : “Last Sunday, one week ago, Brother J. T. MacFarlane 
went to bed with influenza. Pneumonia soon developed, and last 

* 
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Monday afternoon, the 8th, he was buried at Elim, near Effingham, 
in the presence of a large concourse of sorrowing friends and relatives. 
One month ago the First Quarterly Conference of the Scranton 
charge was held, and it seemed that Brother MacFarlane was entering 
upon the most successful of all his pastorates. To us all may there 
be given grace to bow in humble submission to the Divine will.” 

A man’s wife is usually the best judge of his real character. At 
the risk of being accused of disregard for the proprieties of the occa- 
sion, the writer inserts here an excerpt from a letter received from 
the good woman whose husband we honor today : 

“He was a devoted husband and a loving father, and the joy of 
his life was in doing something for others. We miss him so much! 
The light of our home has gone out, for he carried a sunshiny dis- 
position and was always cheerful. We had been married twenty 
years, and our lives had been happy.” 

Some of the most important and vital elements of a noble man- 
hood were prominent in the character of Brother MacFarlane. 

He was courageous. In his early life, before coming to America, 
he served as a soldier in the English army and bore on his body 
the marks of heroic service, having been severely wounded in battle. 
He carried this heroic spirit with him into the ministry, where he 
found this element absolutely essential. There were times, perhaps, 
when he allowed his courage to surpass his prudence in his zeal for 
the maintenance of his convictions, but there was never any doubt 
as to which side of a question he occupied. After all, a proper blend- 
ing of courage and prudence is a rare combination. 

Brother MacFarlane was optimistic. A favorite expression with 
him was, “Why should I worry?” He seemed to live all the time 
on Sunshine Street and carried continually a spirit of conquering op- 
timism. Fortunate indeed is the preacher who is blessed with such 
a disposition. Pessimism is a poor recommendation for any man’s 
religion, and especially a minister’s. 

Brother MacFarlane was evangelistic. He labored for immediate 
results, and God greatly honored his faith. His musical talent was a 
great aid to him in this work. He was a sweet singer, and his Scottish 
brogue gave added interest to his singing. He alone among us could 
sing with proper accent and spirit, “My ain Countrie.” • 

This faithful servant has gone, not to his “ain countrie,” his home 
in Scotland, but to the Father’s countrv beyond the skies where his 
gift of song will have the diviner privilege of singing “the song of 
Moses and the Lamb.”

Jesse LaVance Tyler 

Jesse LaVance Tyler has answered the roll call of this Conference 
for the last time and the South Carolina Conference has lost one of 
its most loyal and devoted members. 

Brother Tyler was born in Aiken County, South Carolina, near 
Augusta. Ga., Mav 17, 1874, the son of Mr. W. Scott Tyler and Mrs. 
Annie Foreman Tyler. As a boy he felt the call to preach but 
tried to evade this duty by engaging in business where he soon won 
a lucrative position in the business world. 

Coming under the religious influence of Miss Jennie Anderson, 
who afterwards became his wife, he was led to yield to the divine 
call and enter the ministry. 
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He was licensed to preach at Orangeburg, S'. C., April 25, 1896, 
and received on trial into the South Carolina Conference, at Columbia, 
S. C., December, 1901, in the class with Thomas L. Belvin, Samuel 

0. Cantey, Sam T. Creech, Archibald E. Driggers, G. W. Dukes, 
G. Emory Edwards, Joseph A. Graham, William H. Murray and John 

1. Spinks. 

On account of the ill-health of his father, Brother Tyler had to share 
the responsibility of meeting the needs of the home and was there- 
fore denied the opportunities of a college education. He, however, 
applied himself diligently to study and was the first preacher in our 
Conference to complete the Conference Course in the Correspondence 
School at Vanderbilt University. 

After the completion of the Conference Course, he took supple- 
mentary courses, doing special work in English and Bible. 

Brother Tyler was a kind and sympathetic friend, a persistent and 
tireless worker, uncompromising and fearless in his dealings with 
men. He was always dependable, optimistic and no charge ever suf- 
fered under his wise and courageous leadership. 

His Presiding Elder, under whom he labored for a number of years, 
gives this testimony of his character and worth, “During the year that 
I was Brother Tyler’s Presiding Elder, I never felt any uneasiness 
about the progress of the work on his charge. I knew that a wise, 
faithful and conscientious worker and pastor held the reins and that 
all the interest of the Church would be advanced under his admin- 
istration. The spirit of loyalty and co-operation that he always mani- 
fested made his sudden going away a great loss to the Kingstree 
District.” 

On May 26, 1897, Brother Tyler was happily married to Miss Jennie 
Anderson of Barnwell County, South Carolina, the sweetheart of 
his boyhood days. He leaves a wife and nine children, who long for 
the touch of a vanished hand and the sound of a voice that is still. 

The children are Nanoline, Bascomb LaVance, Barnwell Scort, 
Jennie, Lourie Kilgo, Annie, Ruth, Mary and Virginia; little Ethel, 
the first-born, having died in infancy. 

In his last moments here on earth his thoughts were of his loved 
ones, his work and his God. He longed to stay and toil on in his 
loved employ, but was ready to go when the summons came and 
passed away with a saintly smile upon his face and went home to 
be with*God forevermore. 

Brother Tyler always took a lively interest in District and Con- 
ference affairs — serving faithfully and well on committees and boards 
of the Conference. He has served the following charges in our 
Conference: Swansea, 1901; Elloree, 1902-3; Smoak’s, 1904-5; Spring- 
field, 1906-7; Lamar, 1908-9; McBee, 1910-13; Chesterfield, 1914-17; 
Brightsville, 1918-19; was appointed to the Hemingway charge for 
1920, where he fell on sleep May 9, 1920. 

He was laid to rest at old Johnsonville Cemetery, two miles from 
Hemingway, where his body awaits the resurrection morn. 

Brother Tyler is not dead for there is no death for such as he, 

“There is no death, the stars go down 
To rise upon some fairer shore, 

And bright in heaven’s jeweled crown 
They shine forevermore. 

He is not dead, he has but passed 
Beyond the mists that blind us here, 

Into the new and larger life 
Of that serener sphere. 
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He has but dropped his robe of clay 
To put his shining raimant on, 

He has not wandered far away, 

He is not lost or gone. 

Though disenthralled and glorified 
He still is here and loves us yet, 

The dear oijes he has left behind 
He never can forget.”

Bishop Joseph Staunton Key, D.D. 

Bishop Joseph Staunton Key, D. D., was born on the 18th day 
of July, 1829, at La Grange, Georgia. He came of good Methodist 
stock, his father, Rev. Caleb W. Key, being a faithful and loyal 
itinerant in the Georgia Conference for fifty years, and his grand- 
father being a local preacher in the same State. 

Bishop Key was converted in the year 1847 and his spiritual trans- 
formation was so clear and distinct that he never entertained any 
doubt of the reality of the Divine work. 

After the usual training in the preparatory schools, young Key 
matriculated in Emory College, Oxford, Georgia, from which insti- 
tution he graduated in 1848. In January, 1849, he was received into 
the old Georgia Conference. At the division of the Conference he 
was assigned to work in the South Georgia Conference where he 
labored until the time of his election to the Episcopacy. His work 
was principally in Macon and Columbus, having spent eleven years in 
Macon and on the Macon District. He spent two terms of four 
years each as Pastor of Mulberry Street Church; he spent thirteen 
years as Pastor in Columbus and as Presiding Elder on the Columbus 
District. 

In 1867 he received the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
the University of Georgia. 

Bishop Key was a fine specimen of physical manhood and this 
manhood was remarkably well preserved. He was erect in stature 
and to the end of his career he was dignified in carriage. He pos- 
sessed a calm and tranquil disposition and always impressed strangers 
as a man of wonderfully symmetrical Christian character. 

Bishop Key was twice married. In 1851 he was married to Miss 
Susie M. Snyder, who died in 1891. In 1893 he was married to Mrs. 
Lucy Kidd, a noted educator of Texas and a resident of Sherman, 
Texas, the seat of the famous school for girls, of which she was the 
founder and president. 

At the General Conference which met in Richmond, Virginia, in 
1886, Doctor Key was elected Bishop, and rendered active service as 
such for a period of twenty-four years, being placed on the retired 
list at the General Conference at Asheville, North Carolina, in 1910. 
Pie died at his home in Sherman, Texas, on April 6, 1920. 

Bishop Key was President of the South Carolina Conference in 
the City of Orangeburg, South Carolina, in December, 1899, and 
the impression made both by his presidency and preaching was a most 
favorable *and lasting one. On the second day of the session, the 
great Twentieth Century Movement was the order of the day. The 
good Bishop made a very thoughtful and stirring address and raised 
$14,000 for the movement. This amount was increased on the next 
day to $20,000. 



— 
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Another memorable event was the Bishop’s address to the class of 
young preachers for admission into full connection. As the Bishop 
read the Disciplinary questions and commented upon the same every 
one present was impressed with the deep spirituality of the speaker 
and the tremendous importance of the ministerial vows. 

Another element that deeply impressed the Conference was the 
earnest and forceful sermon preached by the Bishop on Sunday morn- 
ing of the session. The large congregation of preachers and laymen 
felt as he preached that a man of God was indeed talking to them. 

The following resolutions, signed by Rev. W. L. Wait, Rev. M. B. 
Kelly, and Rev. S. H. Zimmerman, and unanimously adopted at the 
close of the session on Monday, December 11, 1899, will show the 
feeling of the Conference at that time : 

“ Resolved 1. That we hereby return our thanks to Bishop J. S. 

Key for the courteous manner and sweet Christian spirit displayed by 
him in presiding over our Conference. 

2. That we are glad he has come among us and will welcome his 

return whenever the College of Bishops shall deem it proper to 
send him to hold this Conference.” 

After all, the distinguishing characteristic of Bishop Joseph Staunton 
Key was his deep and abiding spirituality. Judged by the usual stand- 
ards of pulpit production, he was not a brilliant preacher, but, judged 
by results, he was a pulpit power. His great contribution to the 
Church was through his heart rather than through his head, though 
* he was a clear and safe thinker and administrator. Spirituality may 

be defined as the consciousness of the Divine presence in the soul. 
The spiritual man is the man filled with a sense of the presence of 
God and of the force of spiritual laws, convinced of an immediate and 
personal and conscious relation between the soul and God. Spirituality 
is not the activity of any one set of powers or any one part of the 
nature; but it is the activity of man’s whole- being under the thought 
and love of God, which is the highest impulse. 

This deep and abiding consciousness of the reality of the spiritual 
must ever come through Divine illumination, and this Divine illum- 
ination is ever the result of the willing reception of the Holy Spirit. 
The greatest capacity of the human soul is its power of receiving 
the inspiration of God. The essential foundation of deep spirituality 
is moral character. There is one vital truth that must ever have 
its rightful place in our thinking and planning and that is that the 
Church can never hold its own against the forces of evil except by 
this deep spirituality and a strong faith in God. 

In announcing the death of Bishop Key, Dr. Thomas N. Ivey, the 
. able Editor of the Nashville Christian Advocate, said : 

“Bishop Key in his Episcopal duties was practical, conservative, and 
safe. He was a tower of strength to the Conference which he held. 
He made a minimum of mistakes in his appointments, and the preachers 
who were under his care felt that they would receive a conscientious 
and tender consideration. He took no prominent part in the great 
questions that engrossed the attention of the Church at large, but 
there has been no Bishop who attended more faithfully to the inter- 
ests of the Annual Conferences committed to his care.” 

Bishop Key lingered with us until he had passed the ninetieth 
mile post of life on earth. “Thou shalt come to thy grave in a 
full age, like as a shock of corn cometh in in his season.” 

Appropriate indeed, in his case, are the lines of Dryden in the 
“Edipus. 
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“Of no distemper, of no blast he died, 

But fell like autumn fruit that mellowed long — 

Even wondered at, because he dropped no sooner. 

Fate seemed to wind him up for fourscore years ; 

Yet freshly ran he on ten winters more: 

Till like a clock worn out with eating time, 

The wheels of weary life at last stood still.”

W. R. Jones, L. D. B. Williams, G. C. Gardner, E. W. Hurst, D. O. 
Spires, M. G. Arant. The following laymen also joined: A. C. 
Dibble, H. Rudloff, J. M. Fabian, L. R. Rawlings, S. N. Welch. 

The Secretary and Treasurer of the Brotherhood, A. D. Betts, sub- 
mitted his report, which was adopted, as follows : 

To the Brotherhood of the South Carolina Conference, 

Georgetown, S. C. 

Dear Brethren: — 

Your Secretary and Treasurer begs leave to submit the following 
report for the year just closing: 

1. We have 201 clerical and 47 lay members in good standing, 
making a total membership of 250 in the joint Brotherhood. If we 
had every one of our 325 preachers and at least 100 laymen our 
annual income would be around $7,000. We are fast moving toward 
this goal. 

2. The five beneficiaries last year (1919) received a total of $748.97 
each, the largest amount ever paid by our Brotherhood in its history, 
on a single death claim. 

3. Only two deaths have occurred this year: Rev. J. T. Mac- 
Farlane, and Rev. Ji L. Tyler, both of whom were members of our 
South Carolina Conference. Each beneficiary will receive $1,000, and 
a balance of over $2,000 will probably be left in our treasury as a 
reserve. Our financial statement is herewith attached.
